Da Nang 
is captured 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — Da 
Nang, South Vietnam’s second largest 
city and its last bastion in the northern 
гопе, has been captured by Commu­ 
nist-led troops, Saigon military officials 
said today. 
One official said the government lost 
four infantry divisions, an air force di­ 
vision and other units for an estimated 
total of nearly 100,000 soldiers who 
were trapped in the area. 
“The loss of the city was the single 
biggest defeat for South Vietnam in the 
past 20 years,” he added. 
The fall of Da Nang was reported 
only hours after President Ford in 
Washington had ordered U.S. Navy 
boats to Da Nang to help evacuate a 
half-million refugees who had fled to 
the port city. 380 miles north of Saigon. 
The victory left North Vietnamese- 
Yiet Cone forces in control of the en­ 
tire northern quarter of South Viet­ 
nam. 
Da Nang's population had doubled to 
more than a million In recent days as 
refugees swarmed into the zone, hop­ 
ing

Da Nang, once a stronghold of tho 
U.S. Marines, had collapsed into dis­ 
order and rioting as the end neared. 
Refugees and government soldiers 
battled each other Saturday to board 
aircraft or barges leaving the city as

lians to seize an evacuation plane and 
terrified refugees fell off crowded bar­ 
ges and sampans in the harbor.

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Ford signs far-reaching tax cut bill 


Urgent necessity outweighs its 
drawbacks, says President on TV 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
— 
President 
Ford s’gned a $24.8-bill ion tax cut hill 
into law Saturday night, sa* tn.: the 
drawbacks ot the legislation arc out­ 
weighed “ by the urgent tie* essit 
ot an 
a n t i-re*'essior»

Approval of the hill assures that 
about 72 million Americans will begin 
receiving 1074 tax rebate checks — 
ranging up to $200 — beginning tn ear- 
!v May. It also assures 1075 tax reduc­ 
tion«. which will show up in lower 
withholding taxes as early as May 
Ford announced the signing of the 
bill in a nationwide radio and tele­ 
vision address, and said he is drawing 
the line for a 1076 budget deficit at $60 
billion. 
“ This is as f ir as we dare to go, ‘ 
Ford said. ’*1 will resist every attem pt 
by the Congress to add another dollar 
to thi> deficit by new spending pro­ 
gram s.” 
He Mid the only exceptions he would 
tolerate to new spending

would be spending for ‘ our long-range 
national security interests ... or urgent 
humanitarian 
needs.” 
The

about humanitarian needs was added 
to Ford's prepared text and was seen 
as a possible reference to increased 
spending for war-torn Cambodia and 
South Vietnam.

For 1975, each taxpayer can deduct 
$30 from his tax bill for every member 
of his family. In addition, minimum 
and maximum standard deductions are 
increased for those who do not itemize 
such deductions. 
It raises the maximum standard de­ 
duction to 16 per cent of gross income, 
with a maximum of $2.300 for singles 
and $2.600 for couples. It also provides 
a $30 across-the-board tax crtedit for 
even, 
taxpayer and each personal 
exemhtion claimed in the family. 
Businesses will benefit in 1975 and 
1976 from an increase in the invest­ 
ment tax credit — to 10 per cent of 
what they spend on new facilities and 
equipment instead of the present 7 per 
cent. 
Those who buy a new home between 
March 13 and Dec. 31 will be able to 
subtract 5 per cent of the cost of the 
house, up to a top of $2,000. from this 
tax bill this year. 
The $24.8 billion of tax cuts and oth­ 
er benefits in the new law are partly 
offset by $2 billion of additions to 
treasury revenues through tax changes 
affecting major oil producers and mul­ 
ti-national corporations.

Last flight from Da Nang... horrifying 


SAIGON, 
South Vietnam

"An old wcman was pulled out of my 
arms and I saw her trampled five 
tim es,” said air hostess Jan Wollett. 
“ After that, there was nothing left of 
her.“ 
It was the last flight out of Da Nang 
on Saturday, and everyone wanted to 
get aboard. 
About 400 frenzied South Vietnamese 
troops shot and trampled their way 
over women and children to board the 
World Airways Boeing 727 cargo plane 
—■ the only remnant of a m assive airl­ 
ift promised by American officials to 
carry 10.000 people a day to safety. 
Total chaos reigned as South Viet­ 
nam’s second largest city tottered on 
the brink of falling into Communist 
h a n d s . North Vietnamese rockets 
dropped on the airpert, once a major 
U.S. base for bombing the north. The 
control tower was abandoned. 


Between 400,'HIO and 600,000 refugees 
still desperately sought a way out. The 
thousands waiting at the airport since 
Wednesday night were unlikely to es­ 
cape before thè expected arrival of the 
communist forces. 
“Those people are gone. Da Nang is 
gone." said World Airways president 
Ed Daly, who was clawed bloody and 
his clothes torn as he smashed soldiers 
with his pistol butt to clear them off 
the plane to permit it to take off. 
A sealift also w as under way. with 
in,000 refugees reaching Cam 
Ranh 
Bay on Saturday. But U.S. officials 
said as many as 400.000 were trying to 
get out of Da Nang by sea.

With the body of a soldier swinging 
from the undercarriage, a gaping hole 
in one wing and its rear door flapping 
open, the 727 made it safely to Saigon 
airnort after a heart stopping two-hour 
flight that ordinarily would have taken 
10 minutes to cover the 375 miles. 
“ We flew* at 10.000 teet all the way to 
try to save the people in the cargo bel­ 
ly and clinging to the wheel wells." 
The plane carried 293 persons in the 
cabin, fitted to seat 125. About 
100 
were in the cargo hold or clinging to 
the wheel wells. The plane flew to Sai­ 
gon with its landing gear down, Daly 
said. 
However. th° nose wheel was dam­ 
aged. Miss Wollett sa»d the crew was 
at emergency stations in anticipation 
of a crash landing at Saigon. 


“ In the plane, the soldiers asked 
when the next planes would come to 
Da Nang to pick up their wives and 
children,* she addkd. 
At Saigon, other armed Vietnamese 
troops ringed the aircrait with wea­ 
pons ready, and the refugee soldiers 
were rounded up immediately. 
Unofficial sources said they were ta­ 
ken into custody. 
The body of the dead soldier was 
pulled from a wheel well in Saigon, 
and a security officer said he had ap­ 
parently been crushed. 
A few others who hung partly out of 
the plane during the flight survived. 
Daly said after landing in Saigon 
that lie hud sent the plane to Da Nang 
as part of a plan for three planes to fly 
there at

A veterinarian here has diagnos’d 
the ailm ent as a hole between the two 
large chambers in the heart. 


“ The doctors say «he has a I to 2 
per cent chance to live," Miss Wenger 
said. “ But that’s be'ter than nothing."

Kidnaping now ranks as an Italian growth industry 


can extirpate us from this 
wave of kidnapings. But we 


are making every effort to 
contain it.”

ROME (UPI) - Kidnaping 
has become one of Italy’s ma­ 
jor growth industries. 
Over the past 18 months 
kidnaping has accelerated at 
a frightening 
pace, 
forcing 
police to set up a special “an* 
tikidnaping center.” 
From 1960 until 1972 official 
figures record a total of 91 
kidnapings. All but four were 
in Sardinia, Sicily and the 
deep south towns of Reggio 
C a l a b r i a a n d C a t a n - 
zaro—traditional 
centers 
of 
activty for the Mafia and oth­ 
ers engaged in kidnaping. 
The motives varied 
from 
ransom to vendetta and all 
but nine 
victims 
were 
re­ 
leased, escaped or were res­ 
cued by police. Known ran­ 
soms ranged from two million 
lire t about $3,000) to 500 mil­ 
lion lire t$81X1.000) in Palemro 
in 1971 for Giuseppe Vassallo, 
the son of a reputed Mafia 
chieftain. 
Then in .Inly. 1973. Italy’s 
kidnapers raised the stakes. 
J. Paul Getty III. grandson ot 
the oil billionaire, was kid­ 
naped in front of the French 
, embassy in Rome. 
The gang first demanded 10 
billion lire (about $16 mil­ 
lion). In five months of nego­ 
tiation, during which the gang 
cut off young Getty’s ear to 
show they meant business, 
the price dropped to about 
two billion lire ($3 million) 
and he was released. 
As with everything else in 
Italy, the prices for ransom 
have since gone up. There 
were 38 kidnapings in 1974, 
according to police figures, 
and there have been another 
dozen so far this year. 
The latest victim to be re­ 


leased was a Milan industrial­ 
ist named Giuseppe Agrati. 
His family admitted paying a 
ransom that rar into “mil­ 
lions of dollars.” 
Police have advanced sev­ 
eral possible reasons for the 
upswing in kidnapings. They 
range from criminal gangs 
trying to raise capital to fi­ 
nance a drug smuggling ring 
to political activists working 
to stir up fears that law and 
order are breaking down. 
Left-wing newspapers have 
even suggested the govern­ 
ment is behind some of the 
kidnapings as one means of 
c o l l e c t i n g money from 
wealthy tax dodgers. 
But 
for 
the 
victims • and 
their families the rash of kid­ 
naping** holds little humor. 
C r i m i n a l sidelines 
have 
sprung 
up 
playing on 
the 
fears of those vulnerable to 


kidnap as well as families of 
kidnap victims. 
In cne case, a young man 
called 
a 
restaurant 
owner 
whose seven-year-old son was 
.kidnaped in 1973 and tried to 
extort money from him by 
threatening to kidnap the boy 
a second time. 
Enrico 
Panattoni 
alerted 
p o l i c e , who arrested the 
would-be extortionist when he 
went to pick up the money. 
Panattcni in 1973 had paid 300 
million lire (then $480.000) for 
the release of his little son, 
Mirko. 
The current 
crime 
wave 
also has given birth to a new 
branch of insurance, the anti- 
kidnaping policy. 
Although such policies are 
technically illegal in Italy, in­ 
surance brokers quietly admit 
they give them, especially for 
maior clients. 


“ An industrialist for whom 
we already insure his plant, 
machinery, personnel, park­ 
ing lot, his and his wife’s legs 
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when they go skiing, asks to 
be insured also against the 
risk of kidnap,” one broker 
explained.”What 
should 
we 
do? We run the risk of losing 
all the other policies it we 
say no.” 
Police have had a certain 
measure of success in com­ 
batting kidnaping. Of the 38 
kidnapings 
on 
record 
last 
year, 20 were solved with ar­ 
rests. Italian courts, 
never 
known for the swiftness of 
their justice, have given top 
priority to kidnap cases and 
have handed down stiff sen­ 
tences in an effort to dis­ 
courage the crime. 
In two recent trials, courts 
sentenced one gang of nine 
kidnapers to a total of 124 
years 
in 
jail 
and 
another 
group of six kidnapers to 77 
years in prison. 
While some gangs are res­ 


ponsible for multiple kidnap­ 
ings. the new “anti-kidnaping 
squad” believes several gangs 
are in the kidnap business. 
“ I think we can exclude the 
possibility that all of these 
kidnapings are bom of one or­ 
ganization,” a spokesman for 
the police squad said. “The 
‘modus operandi' is too vari­ 
ed. Certainly, however, there 
are groups which have car­ 
ried out two or three different 
kidnapings. 
“There are four basic orig­ 
ins (for the kidnapings) to be 
considered—-those by political 
groups, those by the mafia, 
t h o s e by extemporaneous 
gangs 
who 
improvise 
and 
those by traditional criminals, 
including 
smugglers, 
who 
need money and adjust to 
modem times. 
“Let’s not, however, delude 
ourselves that a few arrests 
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they reed reliable predictors 
of sadistic behavior

Five-city valley truancy crackdown 


Truant school children in five valley 
communities are to be swept off 
streets by police in a program aimed 
at reducing truancy and cutting day- 
time crime. 
The program is called Operation In­ 
creased Attendance. It was designed 
by school authorities, police depart­ 
ments and the Pomona Valley Juvenile 
Diversion Project. 


Communities participating 
in 
the 
operation are Pomona, Claremont. La 
Verne, San Dimas and Walnut. 
The operation already is functional 
in Walnut. Claremont has begun on a 
small scale, according to juvenile di­ 
version project manager Larry Rubin, 
who said it would begin Tuesday in Po­ 
mona, San Dimas and La Verne. 


Rubin said law enforcement officers 
in participating communities will be 
checking youngsters on the streets be­ 
tween hours of 8 and 11 a.m., pick up 
those youngsters found out of school 
and transport them to neutral loca­ 
tions. 
At those neutral locations, the chil­ 
dren are screened by juvenile diver« 


sion. school and community people and 
then transported back to their respec­ 
tive schools. Parents whose children 
are picked up are contacted. 
Rubin said children picked up by po­ 
lice would not be arrested or han­ 
dcuffed and police would make no 
background checks. “ They will be 
treated as truants, not criminals,” ht 
itressed. 


Juvenile diversion project offices at 
800 N. Park Ave. will serve as the 
neutral location in Pomona. Ernesto 
Chavez will be the truancy coordinator. 
Rubin said three persons had been ad­ 
ded to the juvenile diversion staff to do 
screening. 
Operation Increased Attendance wa» 
suggested by Bill Ruch of the Los Ang­ 
eles County District Attorney’s Office 


after a similar operation in the El 
Monte-Hacienda-La Puente-Covina area 
cut daytime crime by 40 per cent, Ru­ 
bin said. 
After truant children have been re­ 
turned to school, “ meaningful pro­ 
grams’’ to keep them in school wiU b# 
developed and followed through by 
juvenile diversion staff workers, Rubi« 
added.

South Vietnam. But there are facts we must face. 
_ Newspapers have recently reported hundreds of 
thousands of refugees, with more coming, as more 
provinces fall or are given up because Saigon lacks 
the means to supply them. 
This is in addition to 594.000 refugees in 1974. 818.- 
000 in 1973 and 10.271.000 in the 10 years before. 
A Senate committee estimates many fhore un­ 
counted. 
There is. of course, much duplication, in that 
*ome families have been refugees two, three and 
four tim « in the course of war. But however much 
one discounts the total, those fleeing number in the 
millions. 
The refugees apparently are all going in one di­ 
rection — away from communist rule. 
‘ A few years ago it was popular in some circles to 
say these men, women and children were fleeing 
’American and South Vietnamese aerial and artillery 
* raids. They didn’t care where they went so long as 
they escaped this terror..Tiiat story no longer holds 
1 water. Today, it is the North Vietnamese who are 
able to mass superior forces and shall towns. 
Note. too. that the local Viet Cong, once the ba«*k- 
Hjdne of the rural underground government and 
guerrilla forces, have given way to North Vietna­ 
mese units. It is now- estimated between two thirds 
* and three fourths of the Communist cadre and mi­ 
litary forces are men from Hanoi. 
The South Vietnamese army, once ridiculed publi 
Cly or privately by virtually ever American adviser, 
ndw fights well when not outgunned and outnumbered. 
All this is a way of voting — the refugees who 
move in one direction, the decay of the Viet Cong, 
' the new elan of the Smith Vietnamese military. 
There are reasons for this new spirit We have 
oter the years developed in South Vietnam a viable 
government and economy, more and more in­ 
fluenced by capable young men. We have done 
much to eliminate decadent generals and 1o bring to 
the fore younger officers U*» tied to the old corrup­ 
tion. 
South Vietnam ha> not b ec o m e a d e m o c ra c y , e x ­ 
cept in contrast to the N o rth . F re e d o m s a r e lim it cm I 
b u t are great w h e n c o m p a re d w ith th e re g im e n ia -

Washington — While South Vietna­ 
mese forces are in retreat all along the 
northern front. President Nguyen Van 
Thieu is still taking time to silenog his 
press critics*. 


In Vietnam, the problem can be han­ 
dled easily with a dose of “law and 
order.”

gree of experience A» a rough guide, however, a fold of skin 
over the neck-shouldei area when pulled up and twisted 
slightly, will tend to recede back to normal position slowly 
when the loss of body fluids (dehydration) reaches six pet 
cent. (At a dehvdratic of 12 per cent, the animal is in shock 
and peihaps near death.) 
the owner interested enough in his animals welfare to 
check tor signs of dehydration wiil probably notice other signs 
of abnormal beha\ior or function. Certainly it’s a mistake to 
wait until an animal is obviously dehydrated before consid­ 
ering it sick. With some acute conditions, the animal would 
•incumb before any dehydration became apparent.

"Ihose are only «approxima­ 
tions. of course,” said Nehrt.

The 14-year-old “ tuna w ar’’ 
is a standoff in which U. S. 
officials, lor the record, re­ 
fuse to intervene. 
Although the United States 
♦ells 
us fishermen to stay 
only 12 miles beyond foreign 
shores, Latin American na­ 
tions which 
claim 
200-mile 
territorial rights are inflicting 
a deepening, wound economi­ 
cally. 
There is no extra pay for 
“ hazard duty.” Fit when the 
catch is confiscated, as Ecua­ 
dor has done with seven sei­ 
ners this year, it is the tisher- 
men — and the owners ot his 
boat — who suffer». 
* 
No m atter what the diffi­ 
culties, the pa> back home is 
the same share of what ’he> 
return with, according to spo­ 
kesmen for the seiner owners 
and two unions to which the 
tunamen belong. 
After spending six to nine 
months at 
sea. 
they 
take 
home to their usually large 
and patient families as much 
as $33.000 and as little as $5.- 
000 annually.

richest 
tuna schools tend to feed dur­ 
um the first three months of 


the year along the Pacific 
Coast from Mexico to north­ 
ern Chile. 
For the last two years, a 
change in the ocean currents 
kept 
the tuna well to the 
north of Ecuador. As a result 
no vessel was seized. 
T h e Ecuadorians, devel­ 
oping their own tuna industry , 
attributed the absence of tuna 
to overfishing and decided in 
December to raise sharply 
the fines levied against boats 
caught within 
the 
200-mile 
limit. 
The government continued 
te allow boats to fish if they 


bought an annual license. But 
the fees were 
sharply

creased, and no licenses were

Diego’s San Carlos area in 
1971. for which their monthly 
payments are $290. 
th e ir 7-year-old son, the ol­ 
der of two, wants to be a fish­ 
erm an like his lather, whose 
best pay was $38,000 “about 
four years ago.” 
Despite the problems, the 
men of the sea still show' up 
regularly ai docks in Puerto 


Rico and the southern Califor­ 
nia ports of San Pedro and 
San Diego, where the seiners 
are kept between trips, look­ 
ing for work in an economy 
of growing unemployment. 
“ You never know when the 
next check i9 coming, and the 
worry is so great a times, but 
you can’t get the men aw ay/ 
says Santos. 
“ At least 60 per cent of 
them still do automatically 
what their lathers did. Most 
of the young men fish right 
out of high school, figuring 
there’s no sense going to col­ 
lege if this is to be their life.**

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Richard Wash­ 
ington’s jump shot with two seconds 
left in overtime gave UCLA a 75-74 vic­ 
tory over Louisville Saturday in an in­ 
credibly close and fiercely fought semi­ 
final game of the NCAA college basket­ 
ball tournament. 
Coach John Wooden, who has guided 
a record nine national champions at 
the Los Angeles school, announced im­ 
mediately after the game that he will 
retire from coaching after Monday 
night’s national championship game 
against Kentucky. 
Second-ranked Kentucky earned the 
right to meet No. 1 UCLA earlier Sat­ 
urday when the Wildcats 
walloped 
Syracuse 95-79 as freshman reserve 
Jack Givens scored 
24 
points and 
grabbed 11 rebounds. 
Wooden. 64, who has been suffering 
from heart trouble the last two years, 
said Monday night’s game would he his 
last as coach. 
UCLA appeared beaten late in Satur­ 
day’s game as Allen Murphy scored se­ 
ven of his game-high 33 points to give 
fourth-ranked Louisville a 74-71 lead 
with 1:17 left in overtime. 
But with 57 seconds lett. the poised 
Bruins. 27-3. pulled within one point at 
74-73 on two pressure free throws by 
All-American Dave Meyer», who sark 
the shots with 15.151 screaming fans on 
their feet. 
Louisville had a chance to put the 
game away when reserve Terr}’ How­ 
ard had a one-and-one foul situation 
with 20 seconds remaining. Howard, 
who had hit all 28 of his free throw 
attempts this year, missed and Wash­ 
ington snared the rebound tor UCLA, 
which called a timeout with 13 second- 
left to set up the winning shot. 
The tersely-fought game, which was 
tied 17 times, was decided on that 
play. 
UCl A worked the ball outside, then 
Marques Johnson ltd it to Washington 
on the right side of the lane. Hi» jump 
shot from seven feet was perfect, and 
Louisville’s last-second attempt at vic­ 
tory failed.

To those who scrambled for 
the comfort and safety of 
t h e i r s e a t s . Rockefeller 
smiled an indulgent smile. 
Then he resumed, (Or those 
»till gathered around, a chat­ 
ty recap of what had been 
one of the most tumultuous 
days in the Senate for any 
vice president 
There was no particular 
r e a s o n 
why 
Rockefeller 
couldn’t have sat down, too — 
except that, for him, being 
«trapped in is an unnatural 
act Yet the past 100 days 
have witnessed 
this 
man, 
known for years es the con­ 
summate takecharge execu­ 
tive, accept constraints with­ 
out a whimper. 


Re ia finding, to his great 
delight, he says, that it is not 
at all that painful. He has of 
*en repeated since taking of­ 
fice Dec. 19 that ’T il do 
w h a t e v e r the President 
wants.” Now it is becoming in­ 
creasingly obvious that what 
Gerald R. Ford wants is for 
Nelson A. Rockefeller to have 
the loosest rein and the grea­ 
test Input of perhaps any vice 
president in history. 
Rockefeller, at no small 
cost to himself or the Pred- 
oraii

freedom just hours earlier. 
He had ruled against the 
o n e e/earsome coalition of 
Southern Democrats and con­ 
servative Republicans to ex­ 
pedite the liberalization, at 
long last, of the Senate’s fili­

the device by 
which 
minority 
blocs 
had 
rime and again thwarted ma­ 
jority will. The Senate, it may 
be presumed, will never be 
the same. Neither, perhaps, 
will Rockefeller’s — or eve 
Ford’s — chances of making 
peace with the conservative 
wing of the GOP. For the 
vice presidents reward w as. a 
stream of denunciation from 
Barry G 01 d w a t e r, Jesse 
Helms, Strom Thurmond and 
other conservatives. Not satis­ 
fied with that, a few later 
trooped down to the White 
House to complain person idly 
to the President. Ford later 
did send word that had he 
been residing over the Senate, 
he would have handled the 
matter differently. 


"These people," shrugged 
Rockefeller aboard the plane, 
"are never going to like me 
anyway . . . even if I’m not 
as bad as they think I am. 
The important thing is that I 
did what I thought was right, 


to get it resolved." 


In that light, it was not at 
all odd that Rockefeller’s first 
h e a d-knocking 
encounter 
would come in the Senate. 
For one thing, nowhere is the 
premium on talk and protocol 
any higher. For another, pre­ 
siding over that chamber was 
the sole clear-cut duty — as 
provided in the Constitution 
— with which he began his 
vice presidential career 100 
days ago Saturday March 29.

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Real estate costs 
will be itemized 


Legislation beneficial to ail 
persons involved in real es­ 
tate transactions will go into 
effect next June, said Walter 
Arnold, president of the Po­ 
mona Valley Board of Real­ 
tors. 
That’s when the Real Es­ 
tate Procedures Act of 1974, 
signed by President Ford last 
December, will go into effect. 
This requires that all settle­ 
ment or closing costs for a 
home mortgage be itemized 
and fully disclosed to buyer 
and seller not less than 12 
days before the loan closes. 
Settlement 
costs 
include 
such items as down payment, 
mortgage, 
origination 
fee. 
title search, examination and 
insurance, land survey, legal 
services, services of Realtor, 
real estate broker and agent, 
credit reports, appraisals and 
interest on the mortgage be­ 
tween date of closing and 
date 
of 
the 
first 
regular 
monthly payment. 
The new law will assure 
that all those involved in a 
real estate transaction know 
precisely what costs each is 
expected to pay when 
the 
loan is closed, said \rnold. 
\n:l that will help eliminate 
misunderstandings that some­ 
times have re-ulted when a 


buyer and seller meet to close 
a mortgage loan and are sud­ 
denly faced with additional 
unexpected costs. 
It both the buyer and seller 
agree, 
however, 
this1 
dis­ 
closure requirement may be 
waived. 
The 
law 
applies 
to con­ 
ventional mortgages from a 
lender who has federally in­ 
sured deposits or a federal 
charter, as well as to all Fed­ 
eral Housing Administration 
and Veterans Administration 
loans. Under the law, the De­ 
partm ent of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development still has au­ 
thority to set maximum set­ 
tlement charges levied in con­ 
nection with loans insured by 
the FHA or guaranteed by the 
VA, he added. 
‘‘Another benefit of the law 
is that it will help standardize 
all mortgage procedures and 
paperwork by requiring len­ 
ders to provide uniform set­ 
tlement forms which itemize 
charges imposed on both bor­ 
rower and seller. Standardiza­ 
tion will help make mortga­ 
ges more negotiable, 
which 
means the flow of mortgage 
funds from one part of the 
country to another will be 
simpler. This can be impor­ 
tant in times when mortgage 
money is tight on one part of 
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the country, but funds are 
still available elsewhere.” 
Other provisions of the law 
prohibit the 
following: 
any 
fees other than those paid for 
legitimate settlement services 
“ actually 
performed"; 
any 
person from accepting “any 
fee, 
kickback 
or 
thing 
of 
value” related to a real es­ 
tate settlement business refer­ 
ral; sellers from forcing buy­ 
ers to purchase title insur­ 
ance from a specified firm; 
and lenders from requiring 
heme loan borrowers to make 
excessive deposits in escrow 
accounts for property taxes 
and insurance, said Arnold. 
The law also entitles the 
buyer to know the previous 
selling price of the house he 
Is purchasing, and require® 
the lender to provide custo­ 
m ers with a booklet which de­ 
scribes the nature and costs 
of real estate settlement serv­ 
ices. 
“The National 
Association 
of Realtors welcomes the new 
regulations, many of which 
they 
previously 
had 
urged 
Congress, to adopt "to reduce 
home buyers’ misunderstand­ 
ings 
and 
confusion 
(about 
(hosing cost procedures) and 
possibly reduce closing costs 
themselves.” he reported.

Anita Br>»iit’s Painflil Progress 
Toward God

“Slno* high achool, Ihav* always known I could b* 
a Broadway «tar. But I loomed the hard way 
that Broadway was my ambition, not God's.” 


Anita Bryant has always been re- 
Z a gardcd as an oddity by those 
i \ w h o watched her stare into the 
face of superstardom, then turn and 
walk away without a backward glance. 
How could she, at the height of her re­ 
cording success, answer an emphatic 
“No!” to the extravagant money of­ 
fered by nightclubs? Few could under­ 
stand why Anita Bryant truly felt the 
money was meaningless when mea­ 
sured against the values she shared with 
her husband and manager, Bob Green. 
Neither Anita nor her husband 
smoked, drank or gambled, and the 
atmosphere in nightclubs conflicted 
with many of their religious beliefs. 
And so did the environments of New 
York and Los Angeles, which the 
Greens left so they could live in Miami 
Beach, the city where Green had been 
a well-known radio personality. 
In retrospect, one could borrow that 
title of the Sinatra song and say Anita 
Bryant did it “my way.” She doesn't 
agree, however. ”lt was not my way 
but that of God. Left to my own de­ 
vices, my selfish needs would have 
wrecked my marriage and family. 1 
have always been the ambitious one- 
not Bob, as many who know us think. 
Since the age of eight, when I first 
dedicated my life to Jesus Christ, I 
also became dedicated to reaching star­ 
dom. Over the years, those two dedi­ 
cations frequently came into conflict. 
You see, since high school, 1 have al­ 
ways known I could be a Broadway 
star. But 1 learned the hard way that 
Broadway was my ambition, not 
Gods.” 
‘The hard way” took her to stock 
companies throughout the U.S., where 
she found all her energies absorbed by 
the roles she was playing. “Nothing 
was left over for Bob and the children. 
Even when I was with them. I*d be 
detached. Bob resented this, and right­ 
fully so. There were numerous argu­ 
ments, and suddenly a divorce loomed 
as large as my name in lights on Broad­ 
way. A choice had to be madc-mar- 
riage or Broadway stardom. 
“I am not a simple person, although 
it is thought by many that I am,” says 
Anita. “To have reached this time in 
my life where joy is often overwhelm­ 
ing is the result of having worked

through years of conflict. It will sur­ 
prise the many who think of me as 
one-dimensional to learn my life has 
not been spent in the warmth of the 
Florida Sunshine Tree. I've known my 
depressions and doubts, caused by the 
many sides of me coming into conflict. 
I've known pain, anguish even, in the 
near death of me, my twins, my mar­ 
riage and-my faith.” 
When Anita Bryant is troubled, she 
turns to prayer. “I see now that God 
had brought me to a place where I 
could go forward but not back. A de­ 
cision had to be made. And for those 
who think me a simple person, let me 
admit my decision did not come easily. 
I agonized over it! It was so hard to 
give up my ambitions when I was so 
close to realizing them.” But through 
prayer, she explains, it was revealed 
to her the price she would pay for her 
dream. “Although I am many people, 
I am primarily a home person, a wife 
and mother.. In discovering this, God 
lifted that ambition from me. 1 ac­ 


cepted His will, and by doing so, be­ 
ing Mrs. Bob Green and the mother 
of my children became the most im­ 
portant aspect of my life. Almost 
immediately thereafter, happily, but 
not strangely if one believes in the way 
God works, I became spokeswoman 
for a TV ad campaign and that gave 
me a nationwide recognition I might 
never have attained even as a Broad­ 
way star. As I look. I see many such 
examples of how God often said no to 
my selfish needs, as He had plans of 
His own for my life.” 
Her motherhood she sees as part of 
God’s plan too. Today, Anita has four 
children-Bobbie, 12; Gloria, II; and 
the twins, Billy and Barbara, age six.

What Anita Bryant Believes 


Anita Bryant is aware that many who 
hear and witness her religious fervor, 
her devout, even passionate belief in 
God, think of her as a fanatic or a reli­ 
gious nut. “It bothered me once. No 
I 
more. Then, I wanted to please both 
sides of the fence, the believers and the 
nonbelievers. Today, my main concern 
| 
is to be in the will of God. I know who 
He is and I know who I am. Many of my 
religious beliefs are unpopular today, 
particularly with those who are seeking 
fulfillment as women. In our home, in my 
life, my husband is the spiritual leader. 
That is how God ordained It. Me insti­ 
tuted the family unit and He placed the 
husband at its head with the wife as his 
helpmate. It is clearly written in Ephe­ 
sians 5:22-24: 
‘Wives, submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as unto the Lord. 
For the husband is head of the wife, 
even as Christ is the head of the 
church: and he is the savior of the 
body. 
Therefore as the church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives be to their 
own husbands in every thing.' ” 


She takes strong issue with those who 
insist that one must give to oneself be­ 
fore one can give to another. “No, that 
is wrong," she says with quiet firmness. 
.i 
“Reaching out and giving to others al­ 
ways results in the giver receiving. But 
it must begin with each of us giving first. 
In any relationship, be it marriage or 
friendship, we must give to our loved 
ones before we give to ourselves. The 
love we give out is never lost. It always 
comes back tenfold.“ 


Thinking back to the woman she once 
was, the states, “Too much sense of self 
leads to isolation from others and from 
God. It creates a terrible loneliness. Ac­ 
cording to Billy Graham, loneliness is 
the greatest illness suffered by Ameri­ 
cans. And it is an illness that can be so 
easily cured. We have lost the ability 
to give, to share. We must find it. recog­ 
nizing as we search that the most im­ 
portant thing we have to give, to share, 
is ourselves. I know those who think me 
‘simple’ will find my solution an over­ 
simplification, but honestly, I think what 
we ail need in this country is some good 
old-fashioned praying.”

there is still the chance for an insulated 
family life.” 
She looks at her children, their sun- 
bleached blond hair haloing their 
tanned faces, and says softly, “We 
don't have all the time in the world 
with those we love. We must always 
be concerned, day-to-day, with what 
we give to them. And can we ever give 
enough?” She pauses and then as 
though answering: ”1 wouldn’t want

As a kid I 
was a Yankee fan. and Bobby was my 
idol when I was still in the minors trying 
to work my way up to the majors. When 
1 got to know him, he turned out to be 
as decent a person as he was a great 
second baseman. 
“Whenever the A's would play the 
Yankees, I would talk to Bobby, and to 
Tony Kubek, too, their shortstop. Both 
of them would go out of their way to 
point out little things I could do to im­ 
prove myself. The fact that a player of 
Bobby's stature helped me like he did 
makes him really admirable in my book."

“Though there's nothing similar about 
our styles of play, I look up to Hank 
Aaron very much, 
probably more than 
anyone in baseball.

Tm only 701 hom­ 
ers behind Hank! I'm kidding, obviously. 
I've never been a home-run hitter and 
never will be. While 1 respect Hank for 
what he's accomplished at the plate, and 
l*m happy he'll be in the American 
League this year, 1 respect him mainly 
for the way he handled the amazing 


pressure that was on him last season. 
“I pride myself on always giving the 
fans a fair shake when it comes to sign­ 
ing autographs and making appearances.

Kiner, who hit 309 home runs during his ton-year 
maior-league career, 1946-55, was the only player 
elected to the Hell of Fame this year by the Base­ 
ball Writers Association of America. 


“The guy I admire most is Hank Greenberg. 
Without Hank to guide me when I was a kid, 
I doubt that I would have 
made a Hall of Famer of 
myself. 
“I was a rookie with the 
Pittsburgh Pirates in 1946, 
right after I came out of 
military service, and I led 
the National League in hom­ 
ers that year with 23, the 
first of seven straight years 
I led the league [a major-leaguc record]. But 
I was on a club that wasn't dedicated.There 
were a lot of guys on that team that didn't take 
the game very seriously. I myself was pretty 
happy-go-lucky, content to let my natural abil­ 
ity for hitting a baseball carry me. 
“Hank's career was just about over after the 
1946 season. He had been a great star for years 
with the Detroit Tigers, one of the top sluggers 
of all time. The Pirate« signed him for 1947 
after the Tigers released him, and the Pirate 
management shortened the fences in left field 
at old Forbes Field and called them ‘Greenberg 
Gardens,’ figuring Hank still could hit a few out 
there and bring the fans in. 
“Hank was pretty successful and popular that 
year too. But most of all he showed me what 
it took to become a great ballplayer. Like a 
lot of young players who start off well in the 
majors, I thought the game was easy. I thought 
1 didn't need to work hard. 
“But after practice one day, when I was all 
set to go out and enjoy myself, Hank suggested

1. False. A certain amount of stress is 
very desirable and serves a useful and 
valuable purpose. As one university 
psychologist observes after an exten­ 
sive study, “Some stress is necessary to 
bring out the best in us; stress is only a 
problem when it gets too severe. And it 
should be remembered that stress can 
arise when life is too easy as well as 
when it is too hard.” (In fact, the pos­ 
sibility that an easy life-relatively free 
from stresses and pressures-may short­ 
en the life-span is strongly suggested 
by a study of over a thousand animals, 
which showed that those who were sub­ 
jected to “cares and joys, setbacks and 
surprises of all kinds“ lived longer and 
were more immune to illness than those 
who were kept under “ideal condi­ 
tions.") 
2. True. Psychological studies have 
demonstrated that “the presence of an­ 
other person in a stressful situation re­ 
duces stress, and the presence of a 
friend reduces stress more than the 
presence of a stranger." So if there is 
an ordeal coming up that you’re not 
sure you are capable of facing, take a 
friend along as a stress-reducer. Or if 
you can’t find a friend, a casual ac­ 
quaintance will be better than nothing. 
3. True. But this doesn't mean idleness, 
doing nothing or simply “resting." One 
human-behaviorial specialist defines lei- 


surc-the therapeutic variety-succinct- 
ly: “Leisure is not the stopping of con­ 
structive activity; it is not the time left 
over after work. Leisure is a state of 
mind; it is a way of being at peace with 
oneself and what one is doing. It is 
doing what one wants to do and what 
one chooses to do." So if pressure and 
stresses are getting you down, get some 
of this special ingredient into your daily 
activity. It can work wonders-even if 
you can only spare brief periods of 
time for it. 
4. True-according to studies cited by a 
team of Washington University scien­ 
tists. Evidence shows that “the less- 
stressed parent tends to reproduce its 
own gender. In other words, if the 
father is in a less-stressed condition 
than the mother at the time of concep­ 
tion, there is more chance that the off­ 
spring will be a male. Conversely, if the 
mother is in a less-stressed condition, 
there is more chance that the offspring 
will be a female. If both parents are 
equally non-stressed or equally under 
stress, and other sex-determinant fac­ 
tors are equal, the male-female off­ 
spring ratio will be 50-50." Further 
studies undertaken by the investigators 
have provided additional support for 
this finding. 
5. True. Psychiatric studies of men's re­ 
actions to extreme stresses and pres­ 
sures during war have shown that those 
best able to take stress in their stride 
tended to share these traits in common: 
a well-developed sense of humor, an 
ability to see the funny side of a dif­ 
ficult and threatening situation and an 
outlook characterized by optimism,self- 
confidence and faith in their own des­ 
tinies. On the other hand, men who 
were lacking in these qualities tended 
to make the poorest showing 
nmm 
under conditions of stress.
